Yester- 
day Senator Clark announced in the 
senate that he had sent in his resigna- 
tion to 'he-governor of Montana. Last 
night the coup developed, when he was 
•appointed by Acting Governor Spriggs 
•to fill the vacancy created by his own 
.resignation, which was announced just 
•'in time to prevent tho senate from con- 
sidering a motion to act on the commit- 
tee's report to expel him.

It is the law that such employes shall 


be paid quarterly, but Lynch, although 
he has been carrying the mails regularly 
since laet July, has as yet received no 
quarters of a cent or checks for those 
amounts.

The trip from one 
place to the other .by rail is so.rounda- 
bout that it is out of the question, so 
passengers and mail are driven across 
the country, Whoever has the contract 
for carrying the mail feels that he is Cer- 
tain of all the passenger trade, for DO 
one has yet had the courage to' compete 
for passenger. business with the United 
States mail carrier. For this reason .the 
transfer of the mail is deemed a valu- 
able privilege. 


Every four years the pjstoffice depart- 


ment contracts to lowest bidders for 
transfer of mail sack. 
Last ;ear there 


was the liveliest competition ever known 
for the Dodgeville-Mineral Point con- 
tract. Several different men signified 
their intention of going into the con 
test, and the "talk" was kept up until 
each bidder knew he would have to go 
pretty low to get tbe prize. The man 
who then held the contract had been re- 
ceiving about 840 per year for carrying 
the mail. It is said that when the bids 
for the new contract were opened in 
Washington it was found that the three 
lowest offers for carrying the mail per 
year were one cent, thirty nine cents, 
and Si. 50.

Kenosha, Wis., May 16-^A house 


valued at $20,000, owned by H. S. Van 
Ingen, a Chicago business man, who 
makes his home in this city, was sold at 
a sale here today because Van Ingen had 
refused to pay a special assesbmont for 
a number of gas and water mains. The 
sale of the house is the beginning of 
litigation which will be ol great interest 
to people living in cities of Wisconsin. 
When the gas and water mains were 
laid Mr. Van Ingen objected tb their 
being laid in his property on thte ground 
that he had co need tor' them. Later, 
however, the city 'ordered the mains laid 
and assessed the property for the value. 
Mr. Van Ingen at once refused to pay 
the tax and the property was listed with 
the other pieces to be sold for taxes. 


A suit was at once instituted in the 


supreme court of Wisconsin to prevent 
:he purchaser of the tax certificates from 
taking any lien on the grounds. 
The 


plaintiff in the suit is reported to be 
supported in his claims by aiany well 
known men in the city and he has 
promised to fight the case until it is de- 
cided in the highest court.

REPUBLICAN MOVE TO CONTROL 


ALL THE MONOPOLIES. 


Measure Amends Sherman Act and Aims 


to Restore Industrial Competition 
Its Provisions are Stern—Democrats 
are Led Into an Opposing Posi- 
tion. 
Washington, D. C,, May 16—By the 
action of the house judiciary committee 
yesterday afternoon, there was settled 
the last of the great issues on which the 
republican managers propose to appeal 
to the people in the next campaign. The 
committee by a strictly partisan vote 
agreed upon the proposed amendment to 
the constitution granting specific power 
to congress to regulate trusts and mono- 
polies, and also a radical amendment -to 
the existing anti trust law. 


Tlie Amendment Propu«ed. 


The 
constitutional amendment 


agreed to and reported to the house pro- 
poses the following as article XVI of 
the constitution: 


'Section 1. All powers conferred by 


this, article shall extend to the several 
States, the Territories, The District 
of 


Columbia, and all territory 
under the 


sovereignty and subject to tbe jurisdic 
tion of the United States. 


Section 
2. 
Congress shall have 


power to define, regulate, control, pro 
hibit, or dissolve trusts, monopolies, or 
combinations, whether existing in the 
form of a corporation or otherwise. 


"The several States may continue to 


exercise such power in any manner not

58,589 Caused by the Civil War

population of Cuba by provinces, muni- 
cipal dietricts(, cities and wards. 


A comparison of the census taken 


under Spanish authority in 1887 with 
the result obtained by the recent count 
discloses a loss in the twelve- years of 
58,589, attributable to the recent civil 
war and the reconcentration policy ac- 
companying it.. These figures however, 
express only a part of the loss from this 
cause and tbe direct and indirect losses 
by the war and reconcentration policy 
are estimated at 200,000.

ON RAILROAD AT THE CITY OF 


PRINCETON. 


Died at 5 O'clock Yesterday Afternoon 


in the Hospital at Fond du Lac— 
Former Well Known Janesville Boy

William A Yatos, a former well known 


Janesville boy and the son of Mrs. E.

The temperature rose 
rapidly during the latter ptrt of the 
week, culminating in remarkably high 
seasonable temperatureb on Saturday 
and Sunday. At Milwaukee on Satur- 
day the temperature reached 86.9 de- 
grees, which is the highest temperature 
recorded during the second decade of 
May for thirty years.

southern counties, but. farmers are gen- 
erally busy preparing the ground, which 
is working into good condition. 'With 
good weathar. planting'will be .general 
the latter part of the week. 


The warm weather during the latter 


part of the week caused grass and pas- 
tures to make-very rapid gtowth, except 
in the northwestern portion of the state 
where there has been a lack of moieture. 
Stock has been turned on and . the feed 
ie reported good. 


The prospect for a good crop of apples 


is very encouraging. The trees are 
loaded with blooms and little or no dam- 
age appears to have resulted from 
the 


frosts. 
Small fruits appear lens prom- 


ising, and in some localities cherries are 
reported to have been badly injured by 
the cold weather. Cranberries are mak- 
ing good progress.
